Dearhj  beloved  Brethren  and  Friends  : 

On  Sunday  moriiintj  tlio  81st  Aug 
1^50,  by  iho  authoiiiy  unci  under  the 
adiniiii^tralion  of  His  Exccllcmy  Gov 
vrnor  i)ou«^las.  A,  F.  Peini)ortuii  and 
It.  Finlaysun,  Eoquiiuti,  having  boon 
appointed  Church  Wardons,  tho Church 
in  which  wo  now  worship  wa;*,  so 
lar  Hi  existing  functions  could  ex- 
tend, solomnly  and  religiously  sei 
apart  lor  tho  worship  of  God  according 
to  the  laws  and  customs  ot  tho  Church 
of  England;  and  has  from  that  time 
boon  inviolably  devoted  to  that  sacred 
purpcso. 

According  to  tho  usagoa  of  our 
Church,  however,  J"jpiscoj)al  Cunboc- 
ration  is  .'cquired.  By  tho  j)re.sonco  ol 
our  Bishop,  and,  more  recently,  by  the 
possos>ion  ot  tho  Deed  of  Conveyance 
and  Endowment,  bw.h  cuUrtecralion 
has  happily  become  practicable. 

This  bolenin  and  interesting  coro- 
niony  may  perhaps,  through  the 
tho  goodness  of  God,  bo  tho  inaugu- 
ration of  a  flesh  decade  in  our  his- 
lury.  Jl  will  not  extinguish  tho 
luemory  of  the  past,  but  it  may  bo  a 
happy  era  in  tho  hopes  of  tho   future. 

After  tho  lapse  of  nearly  ten  years 
I  would,  with  niifiglod  feelings  ef  hu- 
miliation and  ibanUtulnoss,  use  the 
language  with  which  I  aildro.ssodyou  on 
the  occasion  of  tho  first  dedication ; 
exhorting  you  that  your  earnest 
jirayciB  shonld  ascend  to  God  that 
Ho  "w(»uld  bo  pleased  to  bo  present 
not  only  now  but  in  all  future  time 
us  often  as  llis  people  moot  together 
in  this  place  to  His  glo»'y;  that  this 
building  muv  bo  held  saci'cd  to  His 
use,  and  bo  nunibcrod  among  those 
earthly   banciuarics    whero  eouls   arc 


added  to  tho  Church,  and  believers 
are  built  up  in  tho  faith  by  tho  min- 
istry of  tho  word,  and  by  all  tlio  other 
ordinances  mercifully  appointed  by 
our  Saviour  for  the  salvation  of  his 
elect  and  redeemed  people." 

"  You  aro  tho  people  of  tho  Lord  for 
whom  this  Houso  is  built,  and  for 
whose  saUo  the  Lord  has  appointed  all 
tho  moans  of  grace."  We,  your  min- 
isters, are  only  your  servants  ''in  Him 
aud  for  Him,  to  minister  to  jour  spir- 
itual wants" 

Muj  all  your  sacrifice  and  all  your 
service  come  up  with  increased  fervour 
and  acceptance  before  Him. 

In  connection  with  this  sacred  oc- 
casion permit  mo  to  draw  your  atten- 
tion to  two  points.

2.  'flie  other  point  is  one  of  still 
greatei  importance;  namely,  the  use 
whi(;h  wo  shoulil  make  of  all  iho 
benefits,  Hpiriiual  and  teinporal,  which 
God  has  graciously  bestowed  ui>on  us 
as  a  Church  and  Congi-egaiion.  Every

Containing  Statement  ol  iacts  Rrspectiiig  the  fhiirch  Reserve. 


The  Church  and  Parsonage  of  Christ 
Church,  Victoria,  were  built,  and  the 
land  counectcd  with  it  set  apart  for 
the  Church  of  England  under  the 
authority  and  administruvion  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company,  with  the  sanc- 
tion ol  llor  Majesty's  Gorernmoiit, 
tor  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  eccles- 
iastical arrangements  for  Iho  main- 
tenance of  rcliffion  in  the  Colony  ; 
and  also  in  fuUilment  of  an  agrecmcni 
between  the  Hudson's  Bay  C'ompany 
and  Mr.  Cridgo,  by  virtue  of  which 
the  latter  was  appointed  the  Minister 
of  Victoria  District. 

By  this  agreement  Mr.  Cridgo  was 
to  receive  an  "a  remuneration  for  his 
services  a  Parsonage  and  glebe  of  100 
acres,"  and  a  stipend,  payable  with 
the  sanction  of  tno  Socroltiry  of  State 
for  the  Colonies,  out  of  the  hind  fund 
of  the  Island. 

Tliis  agreement  was  signcij  in 
Loudon  on  the  l2th  August  1854  by 
Mr.  Colville,  (Jovcrnor  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company,  und  by  Mr.  Cridgo. 

By   virtue   of   these   arrangements 

I  the  land  was  set  apart,  and  llie  Church 

and  Parsonage  were  built,  under    the 

{administration    of  Covcrnor    Douglas 

in   1854  and   1855:   and   Mr.    Cridgo 

took  possession  in  1855. 

J     All  llieso  arrangements  were  carried

As  a  clause  in  the  agreement  ))rovid 
kI  i'l  r  ;i  ronc'.vrtl    of  the   t'ligageniont 


after  five  years,  Mr.  Cridge,  at  the  ex 
l)iration  of  that  term,  referred  the 
matter  to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 
This  body  referred  it  to  Sir  E.  B. 
fjytton,  iSocretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonics.  The  latter  gentleman  re- 
ferred it  to  the  Lt'gisliituie  of  Vancou- 
ver Island.  The  House  of  Assembly, 
by  a  resolution  passed  October  20, 1859 
ref'orred  back  the  decision  of  the 
question,  •'and  all  the  resposibiliiics 
connected  therewith,"  "to  the  Execu- 
tive." 

JNo  prospec.  of  settlement  appearing,
